After tlhe unveiling, the statue was 


turned over to Mayor Marvin by the 
committee on dedication. That offi- 
cial at once gave it into the hands of 
Storer Post, Grand Army, for pur- 
poses oC dodicaton. lie spoke as fol- 
lows : 


"This statue, the largess of R. IT. 


Eddy, has, as you all 
know, been 


completed for some time. One clause 
of the Eddy will is yot to be fulfilled, 
the one stipulating that the statue be 
dedicated on some anniversary of the 
battle of Malvern Hill. The anniver- 
sary this year falls on Sunday and 
there was no escaping the holding of 
the exercises on the Sabbatfa. 


"I think that all arc now convinced 


that Maj. Gen. Fitz John Porter was. 
a man to be honored. It is eminent- 
ly fitting that a statue 
should 
be 


erected to 'his memory here, a few 
feet from his birthplace. He %vas 
an exemplar of how a man should 
conduct himself under firo and un- 
der the- criticisms of his superior of- 
ficers. He showed what a man can be 
both in war and peace. A victim of 
n crime committed years ago, he is 
today acknowledged to be entitled to 
the honors duo a great soldier. 


"Comnu'.nder, I deliver this statue 


<o you lor dedication." 


Comdr. Michael E. Tjong of Stor- 


or Post accepted the 'honor in 
the 


following words; 


"Mr. Mayor: In the nrme of my 


comrades of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, repieseuting as they do all 
boldiei-s and sailois who defended the 
integrity and authority of Che nation, 
I thank you and those whom you rep- 
lesent lor this memorial statue. Its 
very silence is impressive. Without 
articulate speech it is eloquent. It 
needs no wouls. It is itself an ora- 
tion. It ahsme-s ns that our dead are 
'held 
in 
romr-mbi since—those 
do-ad 


uhu gave their lives for the securi- 
ty of the cituen and the union of the 
states. 
It it significant of brave and 


loyal obedience to the command of 
the nation, always and everywhere. 
Since the obligations of citizenship 
a:<_ not icstrirted to time or place, 
01 to the conflict of arms, it gives 
encouragement lor the future. Since 
the recognition and approval it gives 
of patriotic fidelity and heroism will 
be an incentive lor the display of 
public valoi and virtue in all coming 
time. 


"There <-an be no doubt that the 


honor \on pay to the patriotic dead 
and to their memorable deeds, will 
serve not only to 
make 
American 


citizenship in these days more rep- 
utable, but also to maintain and per- 
petuate through all future generations 
the union and authority of the Uni- 
ted States of America." 


Commander Long then ordered the 


Adjutant to detail a guard of honoi 
and coii'ttiandcd the officer of the day 
to direct the officer of the guard to 
stition tins detail about the memor- 
ial statue. 


At the command of the officer of 


the day, acting under the orders of 
Comdr. Long, the guard of 
honor 


displayed the flag of Storer Post and 
the band again played 
"The Star 


Spangled Banner." 


Next, the symbol of an officer in 


the army, a sword in its sheath, was 
placed upon the pedestal of the stat- 
ue. 


A proclamation from Holy Scripture 


was read and t'.ien Chaplain Msshach 
H. Bell offered the prayer of dedica- 
tion. Comdr. Long then spoke

The late hour of the New York's 


arrival 
at 
Plymouth saved 
many 


lives. 
She carried more than sixty 


travelers for London, but 
many of 


them elected to travel on comfort- 
ably to Southampton in preference to 
the late landing at Plymouth and the 
long night ride across the country. 
If the New York had made a faster 
passage the somber roster of the 
dead and injured would have

icached Plymouth at. 9.35 o'clock 
Sunday night and half an hour later 
tliere was a tender alongside to re- 
ceive passengers for England. 


The train which awaited the Lon- 


don passengers consisted of a power- 
ful express engine, three first class 
•corridor coaches and 
one combina- 


tion guards' van 
and 
buffet.

.passengers were soon entrained and 
at 11.30 the express pulled out. 


It was given a clear track, right of 


way on the run of 330 miles to Lon- 
don, on which the express maintains 
a;« average speed of a mile a minute.
